River 


endangered

WILMINGTON ~The __ Ipswich 
River Watershed and the Ipswich 
River are in trouble. 

The Ipswich River was recognized 
in 1997 as one of the most threat- 
ened rivers in North America. The 
Ipswich River Watershed, which is 
Wilmington’s main source of water 
and supplies water to thirteen other 
communities, is being used so 
excessively that the river actually 
has a reverse flow problem during 
seasons of peak use. Areas of the 
river are drained completely in dry 
seasons and are no longer able to 
support natural aquatic life. 

In a public information hearing at 
the November 15 Conservation 
Commission meeting, Kerry 
Mackin, Executive Director of the 
Ipswich Watershed Association, 
and Team Leader Rich Tomezyk, of 
the state's Ipswich and Parker 


Rivers Watershed Team, discussed 
the impact of the potential loss of 
the river. 

“The Ipswich River is seen as a 
warning symbol of what will hap- 
pen to many rivers [with overuse] 
and if we don't come to reckon with 
[pollution issues],” said Ms. 
Mackin. 

“Primarily, the reason the [river] 
goes dry is because of the 
increased demand for water,” said 
Mr. Tomezyk. 

Mr. Tomezyk said a USGS study 
indicated that wells draining water 
from the Upper Ipswich Watershed, 
which includes Wilmington, is by 
far the biggest contributor to the 
lengthy dry periods. A watershed is 
defined as the land which “sheds” 
water into a river, lake or sea. It 
includes surface and below-surface 
water. He also said that the study

An election nail-biter 


Wilmington once 
had a squeaker too

WILMINGTON - So you think 
things are pretty hot down there in 
post-Election Night Florida?

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MCAS results reveal math 
weaknesses in grades 8 & 10

WILMINGTON - Local students 
turned in an adequate, if not 
sparkling, performance, on this 
year’s Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System 
(MCAS) exam, according to results 
made public yesterday by the 
Wilmington Public School depart- 
ment. 

Students in grades 4, 8 and 10 were 
given the MCAS exam last year. 

The local results mirrored the 
state results released last week by 
the Department of Education: 
Grade 4 students once again per- 
formed well on the exam; more 
than one-third of students in grades 
8 and 10 once again failed the math 
section of the test; and scores in all 
grades continue to improve from 
year to year by the slightest of 
increments. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Geraldine O'Donnell said student 
performance on the tests would 
continue to come slowly. 

“Of course it has to be gradual 
improvement,” said O'Donnell. She 
indicated the scores in grades 8 and 
10 would take more time to improve 
because students passing through 
those grades have had less time to 
adjust to the curriculum frame- 
works. 


The curriculum frameworks were 
created by the 1993 Education 
Reform Act, the landmark legisla- 
tion intended to give all children in 
Massachusetts the same quality of 
instruction. Education Reform cre- 
ated curriculum frameworks, so 
that every child in the state would 
learn the same lesson at the same 
time, in order to prevent a group of 
children from being “left behind.” 
The state created the MCAS to 
measure how well each school 
implements and teachés the cur- 
riculum frameworks. 

The MCAS ranks student perform- 
ance in four categories: Advanced, 
Proficient, Needs Improvement and 
Failing. 

What the MCAS shows in 
Wilmington is that, in some cases, 
failure rates decreased from last 
year. The failure rate for grade 4 
students was 3 percent in English 
Language Arts (10 percent below 
the state average) and 3 percent in 
math (15 percent below the state 
average). The number of grade 10 
students who failed the math por- 
tion of the exam dropped from 43 
percent in 1999, to 36 percent this 
year, 9 percent below the state aver- 
age. 

Performance also improved in 
other areas. The number of grade

The LaPierre Award is bestowed 
upon a disabled child who has 
demonstrated extraordinary 
courage and a pioneering spirit in 
overcoming limitations and trying 


new things. 

This is where the reminder about 
your computer mouse comes in.

Kristi Voelkerding fitted Cosette for 
a quad joystick that would enable 
her to use the computer to do the

“Her new com- 
puter is her paper and pencil, her 
paint brush, her musical instru- 
ment.

WILMINGTON - Not only is it 
report card time for the students of 
Wilmington High School, it is for 
their school, as well. 

Principal Edward J. Woods, his 
faculty, and the students at the high 
school received high marks when in 
late October the Commission on 
Public Secondary Schools sent 
them a letter detailing the New 
England Association of Schools and 
Colleges’ (NEASC) decision to con- 
tinue the school’s accreditation. 
The report was the final word to 
stem from a four-day accreditation 
visit that the NEASC paid to the 
high school in March. 

In its October 23 letter, the 
NEASC commended the high 
school for such strengths as the 
teachers’ leadership initiatives; the 
safe and secure and clean atmos- 
phere of the school; the effective- 
ness of the school's mentoring pro- 
gram for first-year teachers; the 
dedication of the school nurse; the 
high level of involvement of the stu- 
dent body in sports and extracur- 
ricular activities; the successful 
communication between the guid- 
ance department, the special edu- 
cation department, and the health 
department; the accessibility and 
positive leadership of Principal 
Woods; and the rapport that the 
school-to-work coordinator has 
established with the community.

The family made 
$300 too much each year to qualify 
for health benefits under Medicaid, 
and they were forced to pay for 
Josh’s treatment out of their own 
pocket. Finally, the expenses were 
unbearable and the Goldens were 
left with no alternative but to put 
Josh into an institution. It was the 
only way Josh could obtain the 
medical care he needed and de- 
served. 

Hundreds of thousands of other 
children and their families are ef- 
fected by this problem. Too often,

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of parcel of land containing two

deed or deeds which shall recite in 
proper language the use and pur- 
poses for which said land is to be 
kept. And it is my desire that said 
town shall forever maintain said 
parcel of land in a manner suitable 
and proper for a public park or 
common and improve and beautify 
the same as it shall see fit.” 
There is no statue to commemo- 
rate Sabra Carter, nor is the Town 
Common named in her honor. In 
fact, she is not given credit for the

Overhaul the election system 


The results of the recent presi- 
dential election have certainly given 
the political pundits a great deal of 
overtime. Everyone is focused on 
Florida. You can't get a hotel room 
in Tallahassee. And someday, 
maybe, we'll know who the next 
president will be. 

Meanwhile, there have been calls 
to do away with the electoral col- 
lege. That may or may not come to 
pass. But there is something else 
that should be done, and that is to 
standardize voting and tabulation 
procedures. Some places still vote 
on paper ballots. Some have the 
infamous “butterfly” ballot. Others 
have voting machines of various 
sorts and vintages. Andsome places 
are beginning to iment, or at 
least talk about voting on the 
Internet. 

The problems are obvious. Why 
are some places using antiquated 
systems? Why are there so many 
ways in which votes are tallied? 


The reason is that the election sys- 
tems are the bailywick of local or 
county governments. Some locali- 
ties just don't have the money to 
upgrade their systems. It would 
make sense for the national politi- 
cal parties to take the lead on rem- 
edying this problem. They certainly 
have the ability to raise money for 
their own purposes. An overhaul of 
the election system would certainly 
benefit the parties. 

The first step would be to deter- 
mine feasibility of the project. They 
could then conduct a study of elec- 
tion systems to determine a stan- 
dardized system that can 
quick, reliable results. And to put it 
all in place, they could establish a 
grant program to help cities, towns 
and counties buy equipment and tie 
into a standardized system. 

Of course, politics being as it is, 
anything as logical as this will take 
decades of political wrangling to 
implement. But it's worth a try. 


insurance plan, families are forced 
to pay the costs themselves. Often, 
they cut back on the needed treat- 
ment or go into debt to pay for it. 
To qualify for Medicaid, the fam- 
ily income must be below the pov- 
erty level. As a result, many work- 
ing parents turn down pay raises 
and decline job promotions. Even a 
small rise inincome couldend their 
eligibility under Medicaid. 
Families with disabled children 
should not be required to live in 
poverty. They should be able to 
explore job opportunities and to 
save for their family’s future. No 
parents should be forced to give up 
opportunities in order to obtain 
proper medical care for their chil- 
Nn.

runneth over. Being a therapist I've 
been very conscious of how good I 
feel when I help my clients. It makes 
me feel that I’m getting the therapy 
It could be a disservice to the client 
if we don’t allow the client to help 
him or herself. Whenever possible 
théy should be given the opportu- 
nity to give to and help others while 
accomplishing things on their own. 
This is the true pathway to mental 
health. Otherwise they could al- 
ways be dependent and thankful to 
others, never realizing their own 
self-worth. 

Many individuals ask what they 
can do for their depressed parents 
who are confined to their home or 
nursing facility. They never ask 
what their parents could do for 
them or others. A parent's joy is a 
life of giving to their children. It 
doesn’t have to stop when they need 
it the most. Allow your aged par- 
ents to contribute to you. This is 
always possible unless they have 
lost their ability to think. 

There is so much experience and 
knowledge older people have that 
should not be wasted. We should 
utilize them not only for our sake 
but also for theirs. One of my friends 
was very concerned over his mother 
of 89. She was becoming depressed 
because of her limitations. She could 
not walk and had lost the use of one 
hand. Tears came to his eyes as he 
reminisced of her devotion to him- 
self and his sister. She was always 
there to give and support him. His 
eyes lit up as he mentioned the 
great meals she served. She had 
been a great cook with many exotic 


recipes. Thankfully she still had 
the mental capacity to think and 
remember. This skill had to be uti- 
lized. 1 recommended that my 
friend’s wife ask his mother how to 
make some of her famous dishes. 
Mother was elated, just at the idea 
someone needed her made her 
smile. Her knowledge and exper- 
tise was still alive, as her son’s 
family needed her to contribute. 
This technique continued for six 
months. She died soon after, but to 
the very end she died with a sense 
of dignity because she was needed 
to the very end. 

Utilizing the strengths of these 
elders can rejuvenate their exist- 
ence. They may no longer be able to 
perform a task, but they can ex- 
plain how and why it should be 
done. Imagine the pool of knowl- 
edge the ex-tradesperson, ex- 
teacher, ex-administrator, or ex- 
engineer has to offer. Allow these 
elders to become alive again, by 
reinstating their importance. Keep 
asking their advice and direction 
and have them perform any task 
they can. In the final days money 
and power have lost their impor- 
tance. However, helping oneself and 
others doesn’t lose its intensity un- 
til the very end. In fact, life can go 
on even after your death through 
the memories of those you have 
helped and given to.

and the limited means of assessing 
whether or not students are meet- 
ing course expectations. 

Dr Nielsen noted that the high 
school performed very well under 
the unusual circumstances of the 
NEASC’s March visit

Principal Woods received the 
NEASC's draft report in June He 
reviewed it and shared with the 
association any questions and con:

Several school districts and stu 
dent-and-parent groups, including 
the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association, have called for the 


state to suspend the MCAS as a 
graduation requirement, — but 
Superintendent O'Donnell stopped 
short of opposing the exam out- 
right. She said she ha 
the state superintendent 
tion, which supports the MC 
graduation requirement, but not 
the sole requirement 

The state has said that grade 10 
students who fail one or both of the 
high stakes MCAS subject areas in 
2001 will have four opportunities to 
retake the exam.

exam. Lieutenant Governor Jane 
Swift has called upon local colleges 
and private businesses to provide a 
massive number of tutors to assist 
the high number of students expect- 
ed to fail the spring 2001 exam.

found that the lowflow/noflow situ- 
ations are not naturally occurring. 

The USGS Hydrological Model 
indicated that pumping municipal 
wells is the main cause of the sum- 
mer/fall —lowflows. Land-use 
changes, such as creating more 
impervious area, are also con- 
tributing factors. Those changes to 
the water flow are responsible for a 
lowflow rate ten times lower than 
normally occurring. 

Low flow/noflow directly impacts 
the aquatic life in the river. The 
river becomes a series of ponds, the 
water recedes from the stream 
banks, riverdependent fish species 
die, the macro-invertebrate com 
munity is severely impacted at the 
shrinking wet areas, water temper 
iture increases, water quality 
decreases and bordering vegetative 
wetlands are impacted as their 
water decreases, 

Ms. Mackin said that under the 
Clean Water Act, provisions must 
be made to restore the physical 
chemical and biological integrity of 
the river. 

The Ipswich River Task Force 
tormed in 1996 to address lowflow 
problems and to develop a regional 
\ter conservation program. The 
goals of the program include the 
economic retention of natural 
resources, the restoration of the 
river's stream flows; the protection 
of the water’s quality; the supply 
ind habitat; the invitation of com 
munity involvement and coopera 
tion, and the establishment of a 
forum for regional management 

We're looking at water supply, 
waste water, storm water, and land 
use in a very integrated way 
because they all affect each other,” 
said Ms. Mackin. She said that the 
total withdrawal of water by the 
public water supply alone is 32 mil- 
lion gallons per day, of which 80% 
is from the watershed area. She 
said that the heart of the problem 
is during the summer months, 
when water use is at its highest and 
the increased demand for pumping 
drains the supply. 

“What we try to do is have a 
shared responsibility on how to 
manage the [water] resources,” 
said Mr. Tomezyk. He said that in 


water bans in the summer. 

“In Wilmington, one of the anom- 
alies we see here is reverse flow [of 
the river],” Ms. Mackin said. She 
said that in Maple Meadow Brook, 
what is seen is flow upstream of the 
well, no flow adjacent to the well 
and then a reverse flow in the 
stream bed. She said that water is 
actually being pulled from down- 
stream toward the well. 

“Definitely not a naturally occur- 
ring phenomenon,” noted Ms. 
Mackin, 

She said that approximately 25 
million gallons per day are being 
discharged outside of the water- 
shed area, She said that a model 
was created to study treating 1.7 
million gallons of wastewater, then 
returning it to ground water areas 
within the shed of Wilmington to 
determine the impact to the river 

“The finding was that instead of 
noflow events occurring in the crit 
ical area 10% of the time, we'd be 
reducing it to 1% of the time.” Ms 
Mackin said. She said that the 
USGS study found that for approxi 
mately 36 days of the year there is 
a noflow situation, but returning | 7 
mgd of treated wastewater to 
Wilmington would reduce that to 
only 4 days each year, making «1 si 
nificant difference. 

“It doesn’t take into account alter 
native water sources,” said Ms 
Mackin. “The good news is that the 
problem can be solved.” 

She said that several things need 
to be addressed to protect the river 
and its species’ habitat. Six inches 
of water must be maintained over 
the riffles. The water must be 
maintained through the stream 
channel margins, and seasonal 
variability of flows must be main- 
tained to their natural levels. 

Some recommended actions 
include designing a water efficien- 
cy program, reducing summertime 
demand (limiting lawn watering), 
returning highly treated waste- 
water to the shed area, cone 
treated water, and restoring the 
stream bed and wetlands.

The Sachems of Wil 
The Squaw Sachem

As one culture gives thanks for 
and another mourns the same his: 
tory, the arrival of the European 
colonists to America, all may rec 
ognize that Massachusetts’ colo- 
nial history was complex, leaving 
room for things to celebrate a: 
things to regret 

In this area, to the north of Ply- 
mouth Colony where the first 
Thanksgiving was celebrated, Pu- 
ritans created the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony in the land of the 
Massachusett tribes. By the time 
the Squaw Sachem of the Massa 
chusetts gave or sold title to her 
land to the English, the way had 
been prepared for the colonists 
Repeated, fierce attacks upon her 
people by enemy tribes and devas- 
tating plagues had killed her hus- 
band and eldest sons and had re 
duced her people to a fraction of 
their former size. The Massachusett 
tribes were much weakened and 
continued to be threatened by war 
and pestilence 

Like her eldest son 
Wonohaquaham, the Squaw Sachem 
opted to share her land in peace 
with the English, accepting their 
offers of triendship and protection 

The Squaw Sachem was queen of 
Medford, Woburn, Salem, Concord, 
and other communities between 
Charlestown to Marblehead. The 


settlers’ deeds for this area were 
executed with her. In some of those 
documents, her name is joined with 
that of her second husband. Ac- 
cording to the colonial writer, Tho- 
mas Lechford, “commonly when 
(the king) dies the Powahe sal 
wow) marries the Squa Sachem, 
that is, the queene.” This Squaw 
Sachem married the powwow 
Webcowit sometime before 1635. 

The Squaw Sachem began sell- 
ing her lands to the colonists after 
the smallpox epidemic that killed 
her two eldest sons. She and others 
sold Concord in 1637, according to 
depositions taken in 1684, for 
“wampumeage,” hatchets, hoes, 
knives, cotton cloth, and shirts, plus 
a new cotton suit, hat, linen band, 
shoes, stocking, and great coat for 
Webcowit 

In 1637 the Squaw Sachem and 
Webcowit signed a deed, to be ef. 
fective after her death, giving the 
land west of the Mystic Ponds (now 
Myopia Hill in Winchester) “as a 
small gift” to Jotham Gibbons, son 
of Edward Gibbons, “to acknowl- 
edge their many kindnesses.” That 
year, they received from Edward 
Gibbons “36 shillings for land be- 
tween the Charlestowne and 
Wenotomies River.” 

In 1638 and 1640 Charlestown 
granted its citizens permission to 
settle land to the north (including 


what became Woburn, Wilmington’s 
nt town). In April 1639 Ww 
chem and Webcowit sold them 
the land (except the Myopia Hill 
parcel ). For this they received 21 
coats, 19 fathoms of wampom, and 
three bushels of corn. 

Although colonial documents 
record that the Indians “acknowl- 
edged themselves to bee satisfied” 
with their compensation, the sell- 
ing prices today may seem cheap, 
even a swindle. But what the sa- 
chems understood to he happening 
may never be known. 

The Squaw Sachem received 
additional goods from the English. 
In May 1640, Cambridge was or- 
dered to give her a coate every 
winter for life. In 1641, Cambridge 
was enjoined to give her 35 bushel 
of corn and four coates (for two 
pears} In 1643, the court granted 

er _ gunpe rise and shot and or- 
dered “her piece to be mended.” 

But there were also disadvan- 
tages to this alliance, for, in ex- 
change for the goods and protec- 
tion they offered, the English were 
gradually taking over the govern- 
ment, not only of their own people 
but of the natives as well. In 1644 the 
Squaw Sachem and four other sa- 
chems signed a treaty of submis- 
sion, agreeing to abide by the gov- 
ernment and jurisdiction of the 
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English colony and promising will- 
to be instructed in their 
religion. 

In addition, as the number of the 
English colonists continued to grow, 
so did their desire for land. Collec- 
tively the English began to push the 
natives aside. One deed even sper 
fied “all Indians to depart” follow- 
ing the death of the Squaw Sachem. 

The qees died in 1650. From 
then on, Woburn was English land. 
Indians passed throughand camped 
temporarily, but they were not inte- 
grated with the growing commu- 
nity of settlers. After 1650 the sur- 
viving Massachusetts relocated to 
other areas. 

Although the Indians were to 
depart Woburn (including 
Wilmington) after 1650, there is 
some further history known of this 
family. The last son Wenepoykin 
(born about 1616), also called 
Sagamore George, lived principally 
at Salem, married Ahawayet, 
daughter of Poquanum of Nahant, 
and had a family including a son, 
three reputedly very beautiful 
daughters, and at least three grand- 
children. 

Wenepoykin had reason to dis- 
like the English. His brothers had 
died from smallpox, which he may 
have associated with the coming of 
the English. His father-in-law was

The English 
were taking all the tribal lands, and 
he himself had land disputes with 
the er og sh. 

Of the numerous quarrels which 
arose between the English and the 
natives, some were apparently 
fairly settled in the Indians’ favor 
by the courts, but others were not. 
Many Indians, _ includin 
Wenepoykin, were becoming disil- 
lusioned about the English, includ- 
tng the idea that the English and 
Indians could share the land in 
peace and friendship. 

Conversely, Wenepoysin's sis- 
ter, Yawate (wife of Oonsamong), 
had accepted Christianity and 
moved to the praying village at 
Natick. After King Philip’s War 
broke out in 1675, her family was 
loyal to the English. Her son, known 
as James Rumney Marsh or James 
Quonopohit, even helped the En- 
glish as a spy. 

Their loyalty, however, did not 
prevent an order, brought on by 
war hysteria, that they and other 
Indians from the pra,ing villages 
be interred on Deer Island for the 
duration of the war. Intended as 
protection, it was a misery from 
which mote Indians died. 

During the war, Wenepoykin 
joined the Wampanoag sachem

heart. It's about intregrity. It's 
about seniors playing their last high 
school game ever. It's about Tewks- 
bury Redmen. It's about Wilming- 
ton Wildcats 

"We've had some great games," 
said Wilmington coach Bob 
Almeida, who is 1-3 against Tewks- 


bury. "And I believe Thursday will 
be another great game. I thought 
the '96 game was very exciting, and 
so was last year. Even though the 
game didn't mean as much record 
wise, score wise the '98 game was 
exciting 

"I expect a great game. I know 
for sure that Tewksbury will be the 
best team we'll face all season." 

Said Tewksbury coach Brian 
Aylward, who comes in with an 2-1 
record over Wilmington, "Youhave 
to go into the game expecting a 
dogfight. Both teams have basi- 
cally the same teams they had last 
year except some changes, so these 
two teams know each other. 

"From what I've heard, their 
work ethic is similar to ours, so you 
have to expect a dogfight and noth- 
ing else." 

From a fan's perspective, this is 
the game everyone has been wait 
ing since the seniors were fresh- 
men. It's the clan of Erik Nickerson, 
Jay Wagstaff, Ryan Carlson, Mark 
Boudreau and Jack Byrne going up 
against the clan of Josh Hiltz, Bob 
French, Jim Fennelly, Mark Jepson 
and Josh Howlett. 

Besides the players, it's been a 
game groomed since the incom- 
plete pass in the end zone on the 
final play of last year's game, as a 
game with two potential Super Bow! 
caliber type teams. Unless Triton 
beats Pentucket on Thursday (won't 
happen), both teams won't be going 
to the Bowl as the ‘Cats are 9-1 and 
Tewksbury is 6-3. But youcansurely 
bet that the 44 minutes played on 
Wilmington's Alumni Field will be 
each team's Super Bowl game. 

"We have three seasons," said 
Aylward. "The first one is very 


important - it's the season from 
when the Thanksgiving game is 
over until the first day of practice. 
Then we have the second season 
which starts at the first day of 
practice and ends after the last 
regular season game. Then comes 
our third season which is the 
Thanksgiving game.” 

It's no secret what this game 
means to both teams. Tewksbury 
has gone 6-1 since going 0-2 against 
arguably the two best teams in the 
state with Everett and Chelmsford. 
But the loss in that 6-1 stretch was 
a painful 15-14 defeat to Central 
Catholic 

Wilmington comes into the game 
as co-champions of the league for 
the second straight season, with 
two losses to Pentucket by a com- 
bined four points leaving them out 
of the Super Bowl two seasons in 
which expectations had them 
planted on Boston University's field. 

Wilmington is still feeling the 
sting from the Pentucket loss in 
week five. But for them, a win over 
Tewksbury could put a band-aid 
over that scar. 

"We're not officially out of it 
until Pentucket beats Triton, if that 
happens on Thursday then we're 


out of it," said Almeida. "This is the 
last home football game for a lot of 
the players who have helped bring 
back-to-back league titles to Wilm- 
ington. They plan on giving it 
everything they have in front of a 
fantastic crowd. 

"Our kids are very excited, and 
they also have a great respect for 
Tewksbury. [Wilmington's players] 
definitely think they belong with 
them. They are confident in each 
other and themselves. They don't 


fear Tewksbury, but they respect 
them a lot. [Wilmington's players] 
plan on doing their job." 

Aylward's tune certainly caught 
afew of thesame notes of Almeida's. 
"It's not as hard to scout [Wilming- 
ton] this year because both teams 
are used to each other and basi- 
cally have the same core of play- 
ers. 
"We certainly have a lot of re- 
spect for the careers of a lot of the 
players over there. They have good 
size, they gave good team speed 
and they are tough, which tradi- 
tionally Wilmington kids always 
are." 

Both teams are very similar. 
Both have very good offenses, with 
good size, good overall speed, ca- 
pable quarterbacks, while, defen- 
sively both teams can stop the run 
very efficiently, while, the pass 
defense for both teams either have 
struggled at times, or hasn't been 
tested. 

But the game will be won on the 
line of scrimmage. Last year Tewks- 
bury won that battle. Their offen- 
sive line came into the game with 
an average height-weight ratio of 
6'0, 220, compared to Wilmington's 
5-9, 193 pounds average of their 
defensive line. 

This year Wilmington's offen- 
sive line is averaging a height- 
weight ratio of 5'10-204 pounds per 
player, compared to Tewksbury's 
defensive line ratio of 5-9, 202 pounds 
which shows there's no edge. But 
the edge comes on the offensive line 
for Tewksbury (averaging 6:0, 249 
pounds per player, compared to 
Wilmington's defensive line aver- 
age of 6'0. 203 pounds) behind 300+ 
tackles Christos Koustenis and 


Amadeo Gallotto. 

"I'm hoping (the offensive line) 
will execute," said Aylward. "It's 
not as much size advantage for us. 
We might top the scales a little bit, 
but those Wilmington kids are very 
solid, hard nosed kids over there on 
both sides of the ball." 

Depending on which offensive 
line does the better job, will mean 
which team can exploit their arse- 
nal. Both teams have a lot of weap- 
ons. Tewksbury's sophomore quar- 
terback Mike Rocco can throw the 
ball, as in his two games since 
taking over for the injured Ryan 
Davoren. Rocco has completed 16- 
of-27 passes with almost half of 
them (7) for touchdowns. 

Jay Wagstaff (15.75 yards per 
catch) is the best receiver in the 
MVC and the best wide out Wilm- 
ington has ever seen since Almeida 
has arrived. He's fast as anything 
and very dangerous. Ryan Carlson 
and Erik Nickerson also catch 
passes out of the backfield — not to 
mention their terrific running abili-

ties — while tight end Jack Byrne 
has been a nice surprise as a tight 
end with 11 catches and two touch- 
downs. 

But don't count out Mark 
Boudreau or Anthony Clarke - both 
of them can catch the ball when 
thrown to. 

As for Wilmington, their speed 
might cause problems to Tewks- 
bury - Mark Jepson proved that last 
year. If he's healthy, he'll add a lot 
more tothis game than people think, 
as Wilmington can go to French or 
Jepson for the run, as well as mixin 
passes toDaye Trueira(20eatehes, 
1 TD, 17.25 yards per catch). 

If Jepson isn't healthy, George

There's two reasons why the 
‘Tewksbury High football team has 
lost three games this season: turn- 
overs and penalties 

If Tewksbury holds onto the ball, 
doesn't hurt themselves in penal- 
ties, and plays its game, they 
shouldn't have a problem on Thurs- 
day.

The last time Wilmington hosted 
Tewksbury was in 1998 when Mike 
Gennetti helped the Wildcats cap 
off a 7-0 halftime deficit to win, 14- 
7. The Wilmington players, coaches 
and fans went absolutely crazy cel- 
ebrating that win, with many tears 
and quotes like "Oh My God, we 
finally did it.” 

That was the first time the ‘Cats 
had defeated Tewksbury since 1991. 
But that win in '98 was certainly a 
good win, but that was also 
Tewksbury's lone losing season 
since the Aylward regime have 
taken over. That Redmen team fin- 
ished 2-8. This year's team is 6-3, 
coming off a monstrous 54-30 win 
over a six win Billerica team 

Wilmington will always have 
their hands full when they play 
Tewksbury, but this game on Thurs- 
day is considered the best potential 
game on paper to been seen quite 
some time. 

Wilmington comes into the game 
with an offense that is averaging 
nearly 33 points a game, while their 
first string defense has given up 
just four touchdowns all season. 
Tewksbury's offense scored 54 
points in their last game, so this 
could be power-versus power, right? 

"They are a really good football 
team," said Wildcat head coach 
Bob Almeida. "I'm not quite sure if 
they are as good as the '96 team, but 
I think they are very good and I 
think the two teams are very simi- 
lar. 

"We obviously don't play the cali- 
ber of teams they do, but I think 
both teams are senior oriented 


teams, who have a lot of experi- 
ence, great speed, while they are a 
little bigger up front but I think 
maybe, maybe and I don't know for 
sure but we might be a little bit 
more skilled in those positions. 

"They have two huge tackles. I 
don't see any weaknesses on their 
team. Their defense will attack you, 
and they dare you to throw the ball 
yet don't give you anytime to throw 
it. Defensively they are different 
than us - they are more of an attack 
defense, while we are more of a 
read defense. 

"(Linebacker Erik] Nickerson 
comes at you in all four gaps - you 
don't know where he'll go next. 
That's the hardest thing is to ac- 
count for him." 

Wilmington seems to have a lot 
of trouble with one Tewksbury line- 


backer every game. Dave 
Shunamon really gave the 'Cats 
trouble in both the '96 and '97 games, 
while, Nickerson gave them head- 
aches in last year's.game. He'll 
probably do it again. Nickerson is 
in the same mold as Shunamon - 
he's very big, very strong, very 
powerful and makes big plays and 
big hits all of the time. 

Wilmington has outstanding 
speed in the backfield with Bobby 
French, Mark Jepson, Dave 
Trueira, George Godding and Josh 
Hiltz, who have combined to rush 
for 37 touchdowns. Power versus 
power? 

"We have to keep the same inten- 
sity on defense that we've had 
lately," said Tewksbury coach Brian 
Aylward. "Offensively, Wilmington 
is very balanced and very capable. 
Hiltz is a very capable quarterback 
-he's a great athlete with great feet 


and he's a good thrower. Certainly 
we have a lot of respect of the 
careers of some of the players over 
there. [Wilmington] has good size, 
good team speed, their tough and 
traditionally Wilmington kids are." 

Offensively, Wilmington comes 
inwitha lot of weapons. Bob French 
is their go-to player with his 16 
touchdowns and 905 rushing yards 
in just 8 games. Mark Jepson who 
has battled injuries over the last 5 
weeks or so, should be in the s 
ing line-up. Last year he returned a 
punt anda kick-off for Wilmington's 
lone two touchdowns; and if he's 
healthy, he certainly will provide a 
lot for the Wildcats. 

George Godding is certainly 
more thana capable back-up, while, 

Trueira will get some carries as 
well. Doing the blocking on the line 
for the ‘Cats will be from left Andy 
Hackett, Rob Garrett, Justin 
Cammarata, Joe Ranno, Jim 
Fennelly, Chris McHale and Josh 
Howlett 

"The game will come down to 
who wins the battle upfront," said 
Ranno, the team's center.

Last year [did an article comparing each offensive player from Wilmington and Tewksbury based on stats 


Well, this ime around I decided to change things up a bit, and decided to go with a much simpler format, which 
writing about what to expect when both teams have the ball, when both teams have to defend, and other 
intangibles such as special teams and some match-ups to look for 
‘This year's game should really be something special. Both teams have powerful offenses, great speed and 
ood offensive lines, On the other hand of that, both teams have very good run defenses, yet both teams pass 
(lefense has struggled at times. So here's an in-depth look of what to expect 


When the Wildcats run 


Wilmington head coach Bob Almeida said that his Wildcats will play Wilmington football and nothing else 
i! he stays true to his words, than Wilmington will probably base their offense behind its powerful running 
ittack which they have done ever since Almeida was named head coach. Bobby French will get the majority 
of the carries. He has 16 touchdowns and is 95 yards away from 1,000 on the season in just 8 games. He's a 
»ig-time player who makes big-time plays, and one who'll be watched very closely by what can be a very 
powerful defense of Tewksbury led by linebackers Erik Nickerson and Tom Costello. 

Although French will get the majority of the carries, the biggest key for the 'Cats will be a healthy Mark 
Jepson. He has carried the ball about five times in the last five games as he has sat out several games with 
in nagging injury. Almeida said that Jepson will be starting and should be ready to go. If he's at least 90 


establish their running game, early and often, so they can manage the clock, keep the ball moving and keep 
lewksbury's high powered offense off the field as much as possible. With a healthy Jepson, they can do just 
that. Jepson gives them another dimension and when he concentrates, really concentrates he comes up huge, 
much like he did last year when his 84-yard kick-off return after Tewksbury scored a touchdown on the first 
play of the game 

Quarterback Josh Hiltz will also see a good amount of carries himself. He usually gets about 6 or 7 carries, 
usually roll outs or bootlegs, and he is very capable of getting good chunks of yards. Sometimes though the 
Hiltz rush is called too much and it doesn't work as effectively as Wilmington wishes. If it's called sporadically 

ind during the right times, it's a very good play and one that works. 

Junior George Godding will also see a handful of carries. If Jepson can't play, Godding will be the other 
back alongside French. Godding is a lot like French in a sense of being big and powerful. He'll get his 40 yards 
on five carries which could make a difference. 

Senior Dave Trueira will also see a couple of carries mostly on the inside traps. Again, much like the Hiltz 
situation, those calls are good if used sparingly, meaning once or twice at most during a half. 

Wilmington desperately needs to control the clock and hang onto the ball. They can't turn it over. And 
iyainst Tewksbury that's hard not to do as the Redmen had 8 turnovers against Billerica in their last game.

Wilmingtuii needs to have its 
passi ame working, so they can have that balanced attack. They can't use their running game on the third 
and long conversions because if they do they will be stopped.

guard, was the first to pinpoint the 
discrepancy in Almeida's offense. 

"It seemed like every play waS a 
veer right or a sweep right or what- 
ever," he said. "We kept getting on 
Coach [Mike] Barry to say some- 
thing to Coach Almeida. We wanted 
them to have enough confidence in 
us so that could run to our side. We 
keep telling the right side that if 
you average out the yards per carry 
on each side that the left side's 
average is a lot better. It started out 
as a joke and the coaches carried it 
out. But it's been a lot of fun - we 
like giving those [right side] guys a 
hard time." 

Of the three, only Garrett stands 
out asa big lineman. He stands at 6- 
2, 215 pounds. He is probably one of 
if not the best offensive tackle in the 
Cape Ann League, and he has done 
that marvelous job with a sprained 
ankle all season long. He says the 
injury doesn't hurt him until the 
game is over, but pain or no pain 
wouldn't matter to him. All that 
matters is he is part of something 
special 

"Justin and Andy are great guys," 
he said. "They are very hard work- 
ers. It's nice to play along with 
them. You know what they are go- 
ing to do and they make the chem- 
istry so much better because they 
make it so much fun." 

Besides the friendly competition 
about which side is better, Garrett 
also hears his shares of jokes. 

"We give Rob a hard time," said 
Almeida. "How many big offensive 
linemen like him do you see play 
tennis? So we always joke with him 
asking him about his forehand 


smash. But Rob's great about it- he 
has a lot of fun with it too. It's funny 
because when the kids joke with 


him, he usually answers the 
punchline.” 

Garrett, a three-sport athlete 
playing football, hockey and ten- 
nis, laughed when he was asked 
about the tennis jokes, but said all 
of the jokes have made his senior 
season that much better. 

"Oh yeah I take my shots," he 
said. "I like it though. I've always 
wanted to show everyone that a 
lineman can play a game like ten- 
nis." 

To be perfectly honest, it's 
Garrett who has the last laugh when 
it comes to shots. 

"We can match Garrett up with 
any other team's best tackle and he 
never loses the battle. Most of the 
time he dominates. Last year when 
we faced Newburyport Rob was 
match-up against their tackle who 
was suppose to be the best in the 
league. That kid was 6-3, 290 pounds 
and Rob just beat him up - he 
dominated the kid all game." 

Hackett, is not only what Almeida 
calls "one of the best blockers in 
high school football", but he's also 
the one player on the team that 
enjoys cracking people up 

"I watched Andy run one of the 
prep rallies at school and he is 
awesome doing that stuff - you 
should see him," said Almeida. "He 
is one of the leaders in school, in his 
senior class and he certainly is out 
on the football field. He has that 
whacky, zany sense where he'll 
wear anything, color his hair - he's 
really into school spirit and school 
pride." 

Hackett started to laugh when 


asked about his comical relief. 
"There was a time at one of the 
pep rallies when Coach came up to 
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me afterwards and said ‘get that 
stuff off your face, you know we 
havea game tonight',"said Hackett. 
"And I was like yeah coach I do 
know we have a game tonight’. I 
like to be the one who jokes around 
and has the good time. If I think 
about a game too much I get too 
nervous. 

"We've all been together for too 
long - I think last year we were too 
uptight. This year whenever we go 
into a huddle we are all laid back. 
We have confidence in ourselves 
and in each other to get the job done 
and we know we will get the job 
done. When we have to get serious 
we do." 

As for when he does get serious, 
Almeida didn't joke about Hackett's 
on the field production. 

"Hackett is as good of a blocker 
as a tight end that I've seen in high 
school football," said Almeida. "He's 
amazing. He stays on blocks so well 
- he just drives, drives and drives 
them off the screen. When a run- 
ning back takes the ball, Andy takes 
out his block and stays on that kid 
until the running back scores." 

Hackett said that's just part of 
the duty involved as being a tight 
end. 

"I was told to play until the 
whistle and that's what I do," he 
said. "Coach [Carl] Stauffer has 
been great with me. He's the one 
who told me to keep my legs mov- 
ing, keep my hands inside and play 
until the whistle blows. I know I'm 
not the biggest guy out there (6-0, 
200) so I just try my best." 

While Hackett isn't the biggest 


guy on the field, neither is 
Cammarata, who stands at 5-11, 
185. But he's another one who 
doesn't make his lack of size an 
excuse to get beaten. 

"I don't think about it," he said. 
"I'm so used to going up against 
guys who are 6-5, 250. You just have 
to work and I put in a lot of off- 
season work to get better. In high 
school football I don't think size 
really matters. It's how much you 
want it.” 

Said Almeida, "On both sides of 
the ball, Justin is amazing. He's 
one of the fastest players in the 
league. As a guard he accelerates. 
He runs a 4.6, 40-yard dash - not too 
many guards can do that. What 
Justin does very well is cut block - 
he's outstanding at that. Just like 
the other two guys, all three of 
them do a great job week in and 
week out. They all quietly go about 
their business and get the job done." 

Now with just 44 minutes left to 


; play in their Wildcat jerseys, the 


three of them don't want that fact to 
become a reality. 

"I don't care what Pentucket 
does," said Hackett. "For that to 
happen to us two years in a row just 
means it wasn't meant to be. With- 
out the injuries, there's nothing we 
could have done different to be 
those guys. We didn't win, they did. 
I'm very disappointed to not going 
to the Super Bowl, but we can't do 
anything about here. The game 
against Tewksbury is what lies in 
hand, and that's all we want to do is 
to beat Tewksbury." 

Said Garrett, "It's a very impor- 
tant game for a lot of reasons. It'll 
be the last game for all of us to play 
together and that means a lot to 


me. It's also a game at home where 
10,000 people will come to see us 
and we want nothing more than to 
win at home on our last game.” 

Said Cammarata, "We want to 
make a statement. I don't want to 
sound conceited but we want to 
show people how good our senior 
class is. I don't think people realize 
how good we are. We lost to 
Pentucket and it seems like every- 
one forgot about us. Hopefully 
Thursday we can make astatement 
so they won't forget about us.” 

All three of them hope 
Thursday's game is no joking mat- 
ter.

French looks to 
excel in big game

Bob French might be the best 
football player to put on a Wildcat 
jersey in years. He certainly ranks 
right up with Billy Harrison, Sean 
Kerrigan, Eric Banda and Steve 
O'Neill. French doesn't make it a 
secret that he's a good football 
player, just ask his coach Bob 
Almeida. 

"Bobby is a fun kid to coach. He 
is so full of confidence," said coach 
Bob Almeida with a chuckle. "He's 
not cocky; he plays with a swagger 
- well that's what we call it. Some- 
times it can frustrate you, and I 
know some opposing coaches prob- 
ably don't like it. He has all of the 


confidence in his own abilities! He 


playes with that swagger, but I 
think every good team needs a 
player like that. 

"It was obvious how much we 
missed him in the two games he 
was hurt, but when he came back 
it's obvious how much of a domi- 
nant team we can be." 

Fortherecord, French certainly 
can with a swagger, or a boost of 
confidence. After all he has scored 
16 touchdowns, rushed for 905 yards 
and has scored 96 of Wilmington's 
329 total points as the team's top 
running back. And he has done that 
in 8 games, seven of which he was 
but on the sidelines at halftime, 
while the other he was on the side- 
lines at the start of the fourth quar- 
ter. He's very powerful. He's very 
tough. He's very fast 

"I don't know if I do play with a 
swagger," French answered. "I just 
try to do as much as I can. I don't 
try to hold back, if there's a play to 


be made I try to make it. I just try 
to make plays." 

French came into this season as 
the marquee player of the Cape 
Ann League. He was coming off an 
all-conference season as a strong 
safety, while he rushed for over 500 
yards and scored 7 touchdowns as 
the team's number two back. 
Almeida has insisted since day one 
that Frenchis by farthe best player 
in the CAL, and many of the other 
coaches in the league feel the same 
way. 

French know he's good, but he 
wasn't around inthe team's biggest 
game of the season to prove it 
Thursday morning when he steps 
out on the Alumni Field grass for 
the 66th annual Football game be- 
tween Wilmington and Tewksbury, 
French will realize that the next 44 
minutes is his big game. 

"This is our biggest game," he 
said. "It'll be the hardest opponent 
we've faced all season. We know it 
shouldbe a very good game. Unless 
Pentucket looses, it's my last game. 
And it means a lot to me. I think 
[Tewksbury has] a great defense 
and we have a great defense. I think 
they might be bigger up front, but I 
think we have more speed. It's a 
great match-up but I don't think 
about that stuff until I get on the 
field." 

During the third week of the 
season, Wilmington hosted 
Amesbury and weren't playing as 
well as they could have. Wilming- 
ton was ahead in the third quarter 
when French chased after a fumble, 
landed on it and in doing so he 
seperated his shoulder. That kept 


him out the tollowing two week's ot 


games against Triton (a 34-12 win 
for Wilmington) and Pentucket (an 
17-14 loss, eliminating them from 
the Super Bowl, unless Pentucket 
looses on Thanksgiving morning) 

French was asked about sitting 
out against Pentucket. Before the 
question came, French couldn't 
have had the smile wiped off his 
face, but quickly the smile went to 
a frown with French looking down 
in disbelief 

"It was really painfully," said 
French. "I couldn't even say any- 
thing to the team. I tried to, but I 
couldn't. I wasn't on the field, I 
wasn't going to be on the field and 
it was so tough watching it from the 
sidelines. I had no idea what to say 
to [my teammates]. It was just 
awful." 

Obviously one player doesn't 
make ateam. Everyone knows that, 
Wilmington lost to Pentucket fair 
and square, no excuses. But having 
French there would have made a 
difference for sure. 

"Bobby is obviously one of the 
best players we've had here in my 
five years of coaching," said 
Almeida. "There are kids who are 
great high school football players 
and Bobby is a great high school 
football player. There's no question 
he's the best player in the league. 

"This kid is really, really phe- 
nomenal. Defensively he makes 
plays, he's a huge hitter and he 
does everything. He hits as hard as 
nyone I've ever coached here. He 
runs as goodas anyone I've coached 
here. If he decides to block, he 
blocks as well as anyone I've 
coached here. He goes to the ball, 


He has all of the tools as a [run- 
ning] back - he has the spin move, 
he has the straight arm and he'll 
certainly boom you over. Some- 
times he'll block and run in the 
same play. 

"It's really scary to think of the 
numbers that he'd put up if he 
carried the ball 30 times a game, if 
he played four. quarters. He only 
carries the ball (11.8times a game), 
he is averaging (113 yards per 
game), he has averaged two touch- 
downs a game and the majority of 
the games he hasn't played in most 
of the second half. That's pretty 
scary to think what he'd do if he 
played on a regular basis." 

French averages 9.5 yards per 
carry, which is more than double of 
the respectable 4.0 per carry of 
National Football League running 
backs. Obviously the Cape Ann 
League isn't the NFL, but had 
French played all 10 games this. 
season, every minute taking 30s, 
Tushes a game (with his 9.5 per 
carry average which would obvi- 
ously diminish a lot with the triple 
amount of carries), he'd be coming 
into this game with 2,850 yards - 
more than triple of what he has 
now. 


Ofcourse that's all hypothetical, 
and of course it's Division 4 High 
paras - but French needs

Byrne keeps

To emphasize just what the 66th 
annual Thanksgiving Football game 
means to the players on both teams, 
Tewksbury senior captain Jack 
Byrne simplified it. 

"This is definitely more impor- 
tant than any Super Bowl," he said. 
"Yeah we are all disappointed that 
we aren't going, but the rings and 
allis just material stuff. The memo- 
ries you have on Thanksgiving Day 
is more than anything a ring can 
give you, It's the last game for 
many of us on both teams. For us 
it's more than a football game. It's 
about a lot of friends coming to- 
gether to play our last game to- 
gether." 

Byrne is a pretty simple player 
for Tewksbury. As an offensive tight 
end, he does a solid job blocking, he 
catches passes and lugs for as many 
yards he can get. As a defensive 
end, he does everything in his power 
to get to the opposing team's quar- 
terback giving the Redmen a great 
pass rush defense. And for the sea- 
son, Byrne has done very well in 
that area too. But for Byrne what 
he means to this team can't be 
described in simple terms. 

"Jack is as mature of a kid as we 
have," said coach Brian Aylward. 
"At times you almost wonder if he's 
for real. He's very polite, he's very 
articulate andit's hard not to notice 
those things when you talk with 
him. He's a very outgoing person." 

Byrne is also one of the top three 
students in his class with teammate 
Mark Boudreau right there with 
him. He's a very laid-back kid who 
does his job and does it well. Last 
wéek when the Tewksbury and 
Wilmington captains got together it 
didn't take long before Byrne to 
strike up a conversation about fun 
téenage things to the Wilmington 
captains. 

"I think it's going to be a great 
game," said Byrne. "I don't want to 
sound cocky but we know that the 
senior classes have been hyped up 
fora while and both teams know 
that they have a lot of talent. Yeah 
there's a lot of rivalry [between the 
two senior classes], Wilmington 
beat us as freshmen and we were 


undefeated then 

"And who knows maybe Triton 
can win and Wilmington will go to 
the Super Bowl - if that happens 
that would be great for them. I like 
a lot of the Wilmington players, but 
for this one day we have to hate 
Wilmington and do whatever we 
can to beat them. But there's no 
question that both teams have a 
mutual respect for each other on 
and off the field." : 

Byrne started his varsity career 
as a sophomore. He played line- 
backer and according to Coach 
Aylward, "Byrne took his licks”. 
One of the things Byrne knew he 
had to work on besides getting ex- 
perience and putting on muscle was 


his footspeed 

"I give him a lot of credit," said 
Aylward. "After his sophomore sea- 
son he went out for the spring track 
team to improve on his footwork 
and his speed. He did the sprints 
and not once did he place in the top 
three which can be pretty discour- 
aging. But he did it to get better, to 
improve his footspeed and if you 
watch him today you notice how 
much improvement he has in his 
speed." 

Said Byrne, "I'm not fast, but I 
knew that was something I had to 
improve on." 

Byrne comes into this game with 
11 catches and two touchdowns on 
offense. He hopes he'll be asked to 
catch a few passes from sophomore 
quarterback Mike Rocco. But he 
also knows that if he'isn't asked to 
contribute offensively, there's a lot 
of other teammates who'll gladly 
take the roll and do the best they 
can do. 

Defensively, Byrne said he likes 
the team's chances. 

"I expect us to come out flying,” 
he said. "I know they have a great 
offense and obviously they must if 
they have won the league for two 
straight years. If we come to play 
defensively, I'm confident that we 
can match up with anyone and get 
the job done. And our offense isn't 
too shabby either."

“Frank is a guy who has been 
huge in the weight room,” said 
Aylward. “If you look at him you 
know that he has shown improve 
ment in his size. He has been real 
steady at the center position for us, 
which is such a critical position 
that you can take for granted. He 
has taken full advantage of it all 
there’s no worries on the snaps, not 
even in shotgun.” 

Allof the offensive linemen dedi- 
cated themselves to an offseason 
workout program. The work has 
paid off. Flanagan and fellow se- 
niors and offensive guards Tom 


Costello and Jason Stotik make up 
an interior line that has anchored a

“In the offseason pretty much 
the whole line got together and 
went to Northmeadow (health club) 
and lifted,” said Flanagan. “We just 
wanted it so much.” 

What they wanted was a suc- 
cessful senior season - a Common- 
wealth Athletic Conference title and 
a trip to the Super Bowl. Unfortu 
nately, those dreams slipped away 
early with losses to Everett and 
Chelmsford.

What a difference a year makes' 

One ir ago at this time 
Shawsheen Tech's football team 
was in the midst of a five game 
losing streak and any hopes or 
aspirations of winning the league 
or making a Super Bowl were lost 
long betore Thanksgiving 

This year. the Rams are hoping 
they saved their best for last 

On Thanksgiving Day, the Rams 
will be playing not only for the 
night to be crowned Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference champions, but 
also for the honor of playing in the 
Division 5 Super Bowl on Decem 
ber 2. at Boston College (if they 
win, it'll be their first Super Bowl 
appearance in 22 years) 

The only thing standing in the 
Rams’ way is a school with a tradi 
tion of going and winning Super 
Bowls — Greater Lowell, Greater 
Lowell has won seven Super Bowls 
in the past 14 years. 

"This ts what you hope for as a 
coach," said Shawsheen head coach 
Al Costabile, adding, "You want to 
put your players in position to play 
in big games This is a very big 
game " 

If the Rams are going to be 
successlul the defensive line has to 
come ready to play. Matt O'Brien 
(32 tackles, 4 fumble recoveries), 
Billy Jones and Chaz Gird will be 
the first line of defense for the 
Rams against Greater Lowell's 
dominating running attack. 

Greater Lowell's ground game 
isled by 6', 190 pound Miguel Rivera 
who has rushed for more than 
1,300 yards this season. Rivera is 
complimented by Andy Lopez, a 


5'9" 195-pound bruising fullback 
who has combined with Rivera to 
gain more than 2,000 yards. 

Costabile is confident the Rams 
will be prepared for the challenge 
of stopping Rivera and Lopez. He 
also understands the importance 
of doing just that 

"That is going to be the key to 
game." said Costabile. "Rivera is 
a great back, Lopez runs the ball 
extremely well. We have to stop 
their running game." 

The defensive line will be helped 
by the Rams' two leading tacklers, 
linebackers Mare Bourdon (82tack:

Costabile knows Greater Lowell's 
offense will keep the Rams on its 
toes all game.

Running back Mike Stubbs leads 
the league with 1,439 yards on 157 
carries He is averaging over 9.1 
yards per carry and has found his 
was into the end zone 15 times. 

Bourdon and Fowler, when not 
tackling opponents on defense, are 
spelling Stubbs at running back 
Bourdon ( yards, 42 carries) is 
averaging 5.3 yards a carry and 
Fowler (217 yards, 29 carries) has

Shawsheen's offense is not one 
dimensional. Quarterback Derek 
McLaren at times during the sea- 
son has carried the Rams on his 
shoulders 

McLaren leads the league with 
15 touchdown passes. He has 
thrown for 876 yards and has been 
intercepted only five times. Four 
of those INT’s came against

Treat stains immediately 
before they have a chance to dry 
or set in. Sprinkle cornstarch or 
plain talcum powder on fresh 
stains to remove as much mois- 
ture and/or oil as possible. The 
dry powder will act like a blotter 
drawing the stain out of the fab- 
ric.

Selecting and caring for poinsettias 


When selecting holiday poin- 
settias, look for healthy dark 
leaves that fill the stem to the 
top of the container, says Dr.

The bracts, which are modi- 
fied leaves, should have a rich 
coloring of either red, pink or a 
combination of these. The 
bracts' margins should not be 
brown or look dry. 

Choose a plant that only has 
a few yellow flowers in the cen- 
ter of the bracts along with 
some immature green flowers. 
The tiny flowers are called 
cyathi. Younger, fresher plants 
will have only a few open cyathi, 


Williams says. 

Check the plant for broken 
stems or torn leaves. It's best 
not to buy poinsettias already in 
plastic or paper sleeves. Have 
the clerk sleeve your plant to 
protect it on the trip home.

plum pudding 


Plum puddings first appeared 
as a Christmas dessert around 
1670. The was a thick- 
ened form of an earlier dish 
called plum porridge. But, 
strangely.enough, plum pudding 
does not contain any plums. 

The early version called plum 
porridge was made with lumps 
of stewed meat and dried fruits 
like raisins and currants. The 
mix also contained rum and 
brandy, butter, sugar, eggs and 
many spices. Plum pudding was 
a thicker version of this mix. 

The porridge or pudding was 
cooked in a large copper kettle 
several weeks before Christmas. 

The cooking was an event 
attended by the entire house- 
hold. It was important that each 
family member participated in 
stirring the mixture. Each per- 
son made a wish as they stirred. 

Special objects were stirred 
into the batter. These objects 
had a special meaning to the 
person who found it when the 
pudding was eaten. 

A coin meant wealth in the 
new year; a button meant bache- 
lorhood; a thimble meant spin- 
sterhood; and a ring meant mar- 
riage.

Impulse buying can be harmful 


The biggest shopping season 
of the year is almost here. Retail 
stores are already enticing con- 
sumers to buy, buy, buy. 

The holiday season and use of 
credit cards make impulse buy- 
ing too easy for consumers, says 
Dr. Fred Waddell, an Extension 
family management specialist 
with the Alabama Cooperative 
Extension System. 

Most consumers at some time 
or another buy something on the 
spur of the moment without plan 
or thought, but for some reason, 
impulsive buying increases dra- 
matically during the holiday 
season. About three out of 10 
purchases are decided upon in 
advance, while about half of all 
purchases are made completely 
on impulse. 

Not all impulse buying is bad 

» if a shopper has a flexible plan, 
Waddell says. For example, 
while on vacation you find a pic- 
ture and know it would be a per- 
fect Christmas gift for Aunt Sue. 
That's not impulse buying. 
Neither is buying a rib roast 
instead of a pot roast or fresh 
asparagus instead of canned

Dr. Jean Weese, an Extension 
food safety scientist with the 
Alabama Cooperative Extension 
System, offers some tips that 
will ensure that you and your 
guests enjoy a healthy and a 
safe buffet 

* Wash your hands thorough- 

‘ ly with warm water and soap 

before and after food handling. 

* Keep your kitchen, dishes 
and utensils clean as well. 

* Always serve food on clean 
dishes. Never put food on 


unwashed dishes that held raw 
meat or poultry. Bacteria pre- 
sent in raw meat juices could 
contaminate the finished prod- 
uct. 

*Make sure you cook foods 
thoroughly to reach safe tem- 
peratures. Cook fresh roast beef 

* to at least 145 F for medium 
rare and to 160 F for medium. 
Bake whole poultry to 180 F and 
poultry breasts to 170 F. 

* Ground poultry should be 


cooked to 165 F. All other meats, 
including fish and ground 


‘freezer until serving. This 
allows rapid, even cooling. 
Reheat foods to 165F. 

* Arrange food on small plat- 
ters. Keep the rest hot in a 200 F 
oven or cool in the refrigerator 
for a longer time. 

* On the buffet table, be sure 
to keep hot foods hot and cold 
foods cold. Use chafing dishes, 
warming trays and crockpots to 
keep hot foods at 140F. Cold 
foods should be held at 40 F or 
colder. Keep foods cold by nest- 


ing dishes in bowls of ice. 


* Replace empty platters 
rather than refilling. This limits 
the new food's exposure to bac- 
teria. Don't allow foods to sit at 
room temperature longer than 
two hours. 

* After the party is over, dis- 
card any foods that sat on the 
table longer than two hours. 
Other leftovers can be refriger- 
ated or frozen in shallow con- 
tainers. 

Leftovers are safe in the 
refrigerator for about four days. 
Frozen leftovers are safe indefi- 
nitely, but most will have the 
best quality if used within two to 
four months.

The Wizard of Oz was first 
published just before Christmas 
in 1900. Little did Frank Baum 
know when he let his imagina-. 
tion travel 'somewhere over the 
rainbow’, that his wonderful tale 
would still be thrilling children 
at the turn of the next century. 

Baum began telling his story 
to neighborhood children in 
1898. He first called it "The 
Emerald City." As the local chil- 


dren gathered around he told 
stories about a cowardly lion, a 
Scarecrow and a tin woodsman. 
Children came to the Baum

house in Chicago almost daily 
for a re-telling or for the latest 
chapter of the story. 

The name Oz came about as 
a desperate answer to a little 
girl's question. She wanted to 
know where the Emerald City 
was located. Baum was stumped 
until he spied a filing cabinet. 
One of the drawers was labeled 
O-Z. The Land of Oz was born. 

Baum collected his stories 
about the adventures of his 
characters and added Dorothy. 
He complied the stories into a 
book called The Wonderful 
Wizard of Oz. 


Remembering holiday 
joy during Depression 


When I think of Christmas, it 
.is a time in those long ago days’ 
during the Depression when I 
was a child that are most pre- 
cious. There were no K-Marts, 
no Wal-Marts, no great catalog 
companies, except, of course, 
Sears & Roebuck. But money 
was short and very little buying 
was going on, just a lot of look- 
ing and wishing for a child. 

My Dad was a farmer and in 
those days many people were 
hungry, but I was never hungry. 
Our food was grown and saved 
for the winter months. I was so 
blessed to have loving and car- 
ing parents. I remember quite 
well one Christmas during those 
lean years, though I didn't real- 
ize that we were poor. It seemed 
everyone I knew was like that 
too, 

This Christmas was snowy 
and cold. The sky at night was 
clear with a great moon and a 
million stars. It was three days 
before Christmas. School was 
out and we had enjoyed a beau- 
tiful Christmas tree at school, 
with presents and candy and the 
wonders of the Season that 
seemed to begin on that day 
with all the next week off from 
school. 

I hugged my books close to 
my chest, dashing home with 
presents and candy, which was a 
great treat in those dark days. 
The whole world was alive for 
me. I knew that we would have 
Christmas service at the church 
on Saturday night. That was a 
plus for the season, too, for I 
was to recite a Christmas poem 
at the program. 

I recited it to myself, as I 
“walked home, each line and 
each word, With my long stock- 
ings and high topped shoes, the 
snow was just a joy for I felt no 
cold. I was thinking, too, of 
Santa Claus for I was a firm 
believer in him and his sleigh 
and reindeer. 

On Saturday, I went with my 
Dad to the country store in the 
area where we lived. The only 
thing different in the store's 
decor was a jolly Santa Claus 
made of pasteboard and a bar- 
tel with apples and a box of 
oranges. 

‘ There, too, was the long 
glass-covered counter that held 
all the candy. Sometimes you 
could get five little peices for a 
penny or one big one. My choice 
most of the time was five little 
ones. They lasted longer. 

I can remember my Daddy 
taking change in his hand and 
counting it to see how much he 
could buy. I didn't think of the 
hardship and long hours of a 
back-breaking job to earn that 
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money. Now, I know and my 
heart hurts as I remember the 
bleakness of his eyes and face. I 
remember the rough, scared 
hands but I remember his smile 
at me, that eases the pain even 
today. 

The storekeeper walked over 
to a big barrel in the back of the 
store and pried a wooden lid off. 
Without going near, I peeped as 
best I could, and it was full of 
great gnarled pieces of different 
colored hard candy. Daddy nod- 
ded at the words the store owner 
spoke. He took a big paper sack 
and filled it half full of the 
strange candy and my Dad 
handed him a quarter. 

Though that candy looked 
ugly, it tasted fine and I learned 
many years later that it was 
where the candy had run over 
the great cooking pots at the 
factory and that was the reason 
for the globs and strange pieces. 

Our Christmas tree was put 
up on Christmas Eve, decorated 
with bits and pieces of colored 
paper, long strings of popcorn, 
and little tufts of cotton. To me, 
it was a sight to behold. I can 
still close my eyes and see it, 
even though through the years 
when my children were growing 
up, we had some prettier trees 
with better decorations. But 
none to compare with that one. 

Christmas day finally came. 
Our house smelled of all sorts of 
good cookin’. Chicken and dress- 
ing, beans and potatoes, cakes 
and pies. Never since have I 
eaten sweet potato pie that tast- 
ed that perfect. 

Besides the presents and the 
food, the kinfolks were there. 
The family that was almost the 

same as our own. My Vaa's 
brother married my Mom's sis- 
ter, so we hardly knew which 
family we belonged to. 

They stayed several days and 
all the good, warm fuzzy feel- 
ings were there, close to my 
heart. All that made Christmas 
a joyful time to remember. I got 
the doll I wanted that 
Christmas. I spoke my poem at 
church without missing a word. 
I remember too, the sadness 
when the kinfolks left and I was 
sorry for the poor Christmas 
tree that just stood in the cor- 
ner, looking sad. 

I don't think I had another 
Christmas that left such an 
impression on my mind and 


Christmas has become such a 
commerical thing. The reason 
for Christmas has taken a back 
seat to the money part and that 
makes me sad, for the pure joy 
of loving and giving is some- 
where lost in the world's vision

Oz” was first publis 


Baum had never been very 
successful at anything in his life. 
He was born in 1856 and from 
childhood his health was consid- 
ered delicate. He lived in a 
world of books and his imagina- 
tion. He made up stories to 
entertain his parents and other 
children. He concentrated on 
fairy tales and on using common 
objects like scarecrows and rag 
dolls in his stories. 

But Baum did not expect Oz 
to be a great commercial suc- 
cess. When he went to get his 
first royalty check at Christmas 
in 1900, he hoped it would be 
enough to provide his family 
with a little holiday cheer. 

He and his wife were stunned 
when they opened the check and 
it was for $3,432.64. 

Frank Baum continued to 
write about Oz in 13 more books. 
After his death, other people 


continued the story. From 1913 
until 1942, an Oz book was pub- 
lished every year at Christmas. 
The Wizard of Oz was first pro- 
duced as a play in Chicago in 
1902. 

Baum moved to Hollywood, 
CA in 1910. He built a hause he 
called "Ozcot" and set himself 
up as the "Royal Historian of 
Oz." He retold his stories of Oz 
to countless children who came 
to visit. 

The Wonderful Wizard of Oz 
is still one of the best-selling

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It took almost 36 years before 
several poets and writers came 
up with the final version to the 
poem that became "Hark! the 
Herald Angels Sing." And the 
music the poem was finally set 
to was never intended to be used 
for anything with sacred words. 

Charles Wesley, the younger 
brother of John Wesley, who 
founded the Methodist Church, 
was an accomplished poet who 
wrote over 6000 poems during 
his lifetime. He was inspired to 
write "Hark! the Herald Angels 
Sing" on Christmas morning in 
1730 as he walked to church. He 
listened to the bells as he’

‘walked and composed t the open- 


ing lines in his head. 

He worked off and on the 
poem and finally completed it in 
1739. Later, Martin Madan 
altered the poem in 1760. 

The music finally used for the 
song came about in 1840 when 
Mendelssohn-Bartholdy com- 
posed a piece that was first per- 
formed at a festival in Germany, 
to celebrate the anniversary of 
the printing press. 

At that time, Dr. W. H.! 


-Cummings was the organist at 


Waltham Abby. He copied parts 
of the music, adopted the words 
from Wesley's poem and the 


Hark! This song was never meant to be religious music 


Piece was sung by the Abby 
choir, People lovedighe joyful 
tone of the music and 
Cummings published the song in 
1856. But Mendelssohn- 
Bartholdy could never quite rec- 
oncile himself to his music 
being used for a Christmas 
song. 

Mendelssohn-Bartholdy was 
certainly wrong about his music 
The music does wonderfully for 
the happy joyous message of 
"Hark! the Herald Angels Sing." 
He was right about one thing, 
though, the music does express 
joy and happiness.

Festivities can be dangerous 
time for your beloved pets 


For most people, the holidays 
are a special time of year.

Unfortunately, the holiday cheer 
can put your pet at some unusu- 
al risks. Every year thousands 
of pets suffer an accident or ill- 
ness during this time of year. A 
combination of basic precau- 
tions and first aid awareness 
help can manage holiday trau- 
mas. 

First, be aware that even the 
most traditional aspects of holi- 
day celebrations can endanger 
your pet. The innocent looking 
lights that make your decora- 
tions sparkle can be fatal if your 
pets chew on them. 


Decorative plants can also be 
a problem. Holly, mistletoe and 
poinsettia are toxic to pets. You 
should also resist the urge to 
feed your pet holiday foods. 
Chocolate, alcohol, nuts and 
spicy sauces can be toxic and 
cause gastrointestinal problems. 
Bones, plastic food wrap and 
tinsel can cause choking and/or 
obstruct your pet's digestive sys- 
tem and may require a surgical 
solution. 


Many accidents and illnesses ~ 
that happen during the holidays, 
will require a trip to a veterinar- 
ian or emergency clinic. 
However, a pet owner who knows. 


basic first aid will be able to 
take action in an emergency and 
minimize the life threatening 
danger to a pet. 

In a serious mishap, pet own- 
ers should seek immediate vet- 
erinary care, but use the follow- 
ing first aid tips to assist your 
pet in the meantime: 


Choking: Pets will paw at 
their mouth, salivate excessively 
and gag. Squeeze your pet's 
cheek in toward the mouth and 
use your finger or tweezers to 
remove the object. If it cannot 
be safely removed seek immedi- 


ate veterinary care. 

Burns: Apply cool water and 
then a sterile non-stick pad to 
the burned area. Use over-the- 
counter human soothing solu- 
tions before seéking veterinary 
attention. 

Poisoning: Observe for vomit- 
ing, trembling, difficulty in 
breathing or seizure. 
Immediately take the pet to 
your veterinarian and provide 
the name of the poison, how 
much was swallowed and when 
it occurred.

He notes, “There is legal bik- 
ing and there are people that 
ride regardless of the policy.”

Friends Vice President Paul 
Roberts, a former chairperson 
of the MDC Committee on 
Mountain Bike Policy in the 
Fells, said that the problern is 
two-fold in between the motor- 
ized vehicles and the mountain 
bikes. 

“The more recent problem is 
mountain bikes,” Roberts said. 
“A recent growth in mountain 
bikers means more use in urban 
areas and they don’t always use 
approved trails.” 

One of the urban areas that is 
seeing more use is the wood- 
lands in Woburn’s Horn Pond 
Water-shed. 

One regular walker (who did 
not want to be identified) in the 
woods around the Pond said, 
“Bikers just slam down off over 
the hill, dragging sand and 
rocks with them, as tires go 
sideways to stop the bike.

As many 
as one-half of these costly, lower 
limb losses could be prevented 
with proper foot care by a podia- 
trist.

The speed is okay, to a cer- 
tain extent, on the approved bike 
loop and the fire roads where it 
is wide enough for walkers and 
hikers to get out of the way. 
However, those bikers that insist 
on using the single track trails 
can cause harm to walkers who 
do not know the bikes might be 
approaching them. 

According to Roberts, some 
of the bikers follow the rules 
that have been set up with the 
cooperation of NEMBA and the 
Friends “but many bikers want 
to get on rougher trails.” 

He alleges that these rogue 
bikers will use the single track 
trails or even worse create new 
trails. The problem lies in the 
fact that these rogue bikers will 
go around rocks or, fallen trees 
and cause the single track trails 
to become even wider. 

Roberts notes that the 
Friends is not anti mountain 
bike but they are concerned

mountain bikes are doing to the 
reservation. 

“The Friends of the Fells 
wants to work to protect the 
Fells for everyone,” Roberts 
said, “and see that the MDC reg- 
ulations are enforced. 

Of NEMBA, Roberts said, 
“NEMBA is a responsible group. 
They are in a difficult position. 

“They want to represent 
mountain bikers but do not rep- 
resent all the bikers.” 

Many of the “rogue” bikers 
are more represented by a 
national organization called 
RAGE, which advocates being 
able to use the bikes anyplace 
regardless of regulations or 
seemingly environmental dam- 
age. 

The problem seems to come 
down to one of enforcement. 
Pastore said he would like to see 
more enforcement by the State 
Police. 

However, State Police 
Wellington Barracks Comman- 
der Lieutenant Debra Simons 


very good working relationship 
with the MDC, I believe that 
between the two of us there 
aren’t many problems going on 
in the reservation, including 
mountain bikes, that can't be 
addressed.” 

Holly and Lieutenant Simon 
work together regular! well 
and she attempts to address any 
problems that the Friends bring 
to her attention. 

“We do have regular patrols 
going into the area,” Simons 
said, “and we do not, at present 
see a problem.” 

She noted that the State 
Police assigned stationary 
patrols to the Reservation for 
about two months over the sum: 
mer and through those patrols 
7 tickets were given to moun- 
tain bikers for improper use-of 
the trails. 

According to Simons, the first 
two weeks of the directed 
enforcement, which also 
addressed illegal fires and ille 
gal use of the reservation by dog 


poses. During that period many 
people were stopped and advised 
of what color trails they could 
use for the mountain bikes. 

She said it is an operation 
that will start up again in the 
spring. 

However, Pastore disagrees 
with Simons assessment and 
said, “We have not enforced the 
mountain bike policy, maybe 
once in the past five or six 
years. I’m not going to work to 
open any more trails until we 
can enforce the policy.” 

According to Simons, it might 
be a matter of better communi- 
cations, If there is more of a 
problem being seen by the MDC 
and their Rangers, they need to 
report it to the State Police so 
that more manpower can be 
reallocated to enforce the policy. 

NEMBA does provide a 
mountain bike patrol. However, 
one of the patrol members that 
was encountered during a visit 
to the Sheeps Fold did not want 
to be interviewed for comment.
